Monk Gerbert, who ascended the papal 


throne under the title of Sylvester n, 
anticipating Roger Bacon, made a 
bronzo head, which, like that owned by 
tho reputed inventor of gunpowder, was 
capable of answering him like an oracle. 
From this head ho learned that he would 
not die until he performed mass at Jeru- 
salem, and so he determined to live for 
ever, by taking especial care not to go to 
the Holy City. Unfortunately Gerbert 
soon found that brazen heads, like other 
juggling fiends, "but keep Kthe word of 
promise to our ear and break it to our 
hope," for one day he was taken serious- 
ly ill just after he had celebrated mass 
in one of the churches at Home. On in- 
quiring the name of this particular 
church he heard, much to his dismay, 
that it was .popularly known as "Jeru- 
salem, "and he died in great agony a 
few hours afterward. 
Five hundred 


years after this Master Robert Fabian 
gives us the story of the death of King 
Henry IV, and tells us how. that., in his 
youth it had been prophesied that he 
would die in Jerusalem, and that the 
prophecy, as in the case of Gerbert, was 
in a way fulfilled by the king dying iu 
the Jerusalem chamber at Westminster

Tho black faced 
thrnsh is a very fiiio songster and can 
imitate almost everj'thiiig he hears. 


Tho white eyebrowed or spectacled 


laughing thrush lias a loud, powerful 
song and some melodious notes. He is 
sometimes called tho greater Peking 
nightingale or Japanese mocking bird, . 


Tho Japanese robin is a pretty bird to 


look at, and very lively in his motions, 
but is overrated as usiuger, his notes re- 
sembling our Baltimore oriole's, only 
shriller, with little variation. 


Australia has tho piping crow, which 


is more of a cJirike than a trao crow. 
His song is rich and varied, tho notes re- 
sembling n. Hate. Eo can be taught to 
speak and imitufo m;:ny birds as well. 


From Afrk-a i-.ro shipped large unm- 


bci'sof little birds to this country called 
African singiugfinulirs. Tho plumage is 
handsome and often very odd. They 
lack voice, only ono, the strawberry 
finch, having a song of any power They 
are cvmning, however, and pretty to 
have in an aviary. A gentleman in New 
York has au aviary cugo containing 
some U5 varieties of small birds, and 
nmong them many African finchos. As 
one of the canaries sings a small finch 
will fly to his side, find placing his head 
against tho singer's breast listen close- 
ly Tin til tho canary drives him away. 


A weaver bird with a thick red bill, 


in this same happy family, will take all 
the threads given him and weave a close 
network down the side of the cage and 
oxit on tho porches. His owner'says thafc 
if lie would give him enough material 
the bird would weave until he shut out 
the daylight.—Philadelphia Times.

The first witness sworn was Flo 


Stewart, whose sworn affidavit anc

sundry and divers occasions during 
tlio last eigbt or nine years by the 
aforesaid W. J. Pickler commencing 
under Superintendent 
Gerrard and 


closing under tbe present Superintend 
ont Adams. 


Miss Stewart, who has lived with 


Pickler for several years, and after the 
domestic row leading to this legal 
trouble has again resumed domestic 
relations with him, testified this day 
that she was totally oblivious of tbe 
whole matter in question. Said she 
does not remember anything about 
an affidavit, swearing out a warrant and 
all that sort of thing, getting him into 
all this disagreeable trouble. .Says she 
was drunk, mad and crazy, and ol] 
brought about by tho dispute between 
them relative to tbe little boy they 
had adopted, which Pickler tried to de- 
prive her of. 
She knew where the 


bullion was bidden and that it belonged 
to Pickler and nobody else. It had 
been hidden far months. Some of it 
was iu big and some in small pieces 
and some of it looked like old tin. He 
brought it all at one time in a sack, 
telling her he was going to Walley's 
Hot Springs for his iheumatism and 
would put it out in the shed or barn 
covered up for safe keeping. He said 
it was from bis brother in Idaho. Don't 
know anything about 
his having 


brought it home piece by piece from 
tbe Mint in his pocket. 


Was drinking very heavily at the 


time and was mad and crazy over our 
quarrel and tbe beating he gave me. 
When they were searching for the 
bullion and afteiward I didn't like to 
meet him as I beard he was also drink- 
ing and had a gun, so I was afraid of 
him. 
Don't remember signing any 


affidavit or document, and have been 
sick abed ever since the trouble. 
Pickler told me at the time to go home 
and brace up, get straightened out and 
when the time came to tell the whole 
iruth and no more 
Stayed at home 


with our little boy, and my liberty has 
not been restricted in the least. 


Trenmor Coffin, attorney-at-law, tes- 


tified that she had come to him saying 
she wanted to give a " straight tip " in 
the matter. Pickler bad abased her 
and called her a tbief and she would 
show wbo was tbe real thief. He had 
brought home pieces of bullion from 
tbe Mint, in his pocket almost daily. 
Some of it bo put on tbe upper nbelf of 
i closet, where be also bad a bottle of 
Cumulations concealed and had a de- 
posit of it concealed in tbe stable. 


She described where tbe bullion 


could tia found, aud wanted him arrested 
loithwitb. She was very eainest and 
btraightforwurd in her assertions and 
after reading the affidavit, signed it, 
being apparently as sober, self-pos- 
sessed aud intelligent as she is to-day. 


Provided with the search wairant I 


was with the officers at Pickler'sbouse, 
Mr. Pickler being present. He joculary 
remarked that we were welcoma to all 
tbe bullion we could find and that this 
accusation was tbe last resort of a 
woman's vengeance. 
When we dis- 


covered tbe bullion in the stable v/e 
put it into u box 
and 
scraped 


around for more, but he told us we 
need not search further as this waa a 
lot sent to him from his brother in 
Idaho, and be had it here six months 
tigo for safe keeping. There was no 
moro of it. • He intended to dispose of 
it at tbe Mint, but was laid up with 
rheumatism for some time and after 
the Mint shortage trouble set in he 
thought best to do nothing about it for 
tbe present. 


Her statements and the result in this 


matter was a great surprise to me, as I 
had been looking for something else in 
tbe bullion stealing Una for some da.ys 
and didn't expect it from this source. 
I am not expert enough to decide 
whether this is gold or silver bullion, 
but think if it is stolen from the mint it 
IB a losa to depositors and not to the Gov- 
ernment. I was not hunting Pickler, but 
larger game, being on trail of granula- 
tions and gold and silver bars and 
think there is some surreptitiously 
stowed away in this State that has not 
been publicly disposed of. 


Noteware, Chief Clerk of the Mint, 


testified relative to value of Mint de- 
positi-, how received, manipulated and 
disposed of. There has been no cause 
to suspect Pickler of wrong doing. 
This did not look Mke Mint bullion. 


Attorney Woodbum testified to the 


woman's staightforward manner of 
getting after Fickler in the matter of 
affidavits, testimony, etc., totally at

Tho grave iu ti»o valley of Napoleon, 


on St. Helena, as the place had como to 
be called, was surrounded by an iron 
railing sot in a heavy stono curb. Over 
tho grave was a covering of 0 inch stoiifc 
which admitted to a vault 11 feet tlecp, 
8 feet long and 4 feet 8 inches broad and 
was apparently filled with earth, but 
digging down some seven feet a layer of 
Eoraau eomcnt was found. This broken 
laid bare a layer of rough hewn stono 10 
inches thick and fastened together by 
iron clamps. It took 4^ hours to remove 
this layer. The stone up, the slab form- 
ing the lid of the interior sarcophagus 
was exposed, inclosed in a border of Ro- 
man cement strongly attached to the 
walls of the vault. So stoutly had nil 
these various coverings been sealed with 
cement and bound by iron bands that it 
took the l:irge party of workers ten 
hours to reach the cofftu. 
'' The outermost coffin was slightly in- 


jured, '' says an eyewitness. '' Then came 
one of lead, which was in good condition 
and inclosed two others—one of tin and 
one of wood. The last coffin was lined 
insido with white satin, which, having 
become detached by the effect of time, 
had fallen upon the body and enveloped 
it like a winding sheet and had become 
slightly attached to it. 
It is difficult to describe with what 


anxiety and emotion those who were 
present waited for the moment which 
was to expose to them all that was left 
of the Emperor Napoleon. Notwith- 
standing the singular state of preserva- 
tion of the tomb and coffins, wo could 
scarcely hope to find'anything but-some 
misshapc7i remains of the least perish- 
able part of the costume to evidence the 
identity of the body. But when Dr. 
G-uillard raised the sheet of satin, an in- 
describable feeling of surprise and affec- 
tion was expressed by the spectators, 
many of whom burst into tears. Tlie 
•mpcror himself was before their eyes. 
Tho features of the face, though changed, 
vcre perfectly recognized; the hands ex- 
remely beautiful; his well known cos- 
tume had suffered but little, and the 
colors-wore easily distinguished. The at- 
titude itself was full of case, and but for 
.he fragments of satin lining which cov- 
red, as with flue gauze, several parts of 
o uniform, we might have believed 


we still saw Napoleon lying on his bed 
of state."

win) tho tomplo of the Invalides. The 
spacious clinrcli was draped in tho most 
magnificent 
irnd lavish fashion and 


adorned with u perfect bewilderment of 
imperial emblems. The light was shut 
out by hangings of violet velvet; tripods 
blazing witli colored flames, and thou- 
sands upon thousands of waxen candles 
in brilliant candelabra lighted the tem- 
ple. 
Under tho dome, in tho place of the 


itltar, stood the catafalque which was 
to receivo tho coffin. 


'It was !i o'clock in the iiftarnoon when 


the archbishop of Paris, preceded by a 
splendid cross bearer, aud followed by 
10 iuoeusp.boys aud long rows of white 
clad priests, left tlio church to meet tho 
procession. They returned soon. Fol- 
lowing them was the Prince do Joinville 
aud a solect few from tho grand cortege 
without. In their midst Napoleon's cof- 
fin. 


Tiiu king descended from his throuo 


and advanced to meet the cortege. 
"Sire," said tho Prince do Joinvillo, "I 
preseut to yon tho body of Napoloon, 
-SYhieli, in accordance with your com- 
mands. I have brought back to France." 


"I receivo it in tlio name of France," 


replied Louis Philippe. 


Such at least is what tho ' 'Moniteur" 


affirms was said. Tho Prince do Join- 
ville gives a different version: "It ap- 
pears that u little speech which I was to 
have delivered when I met my father, 
and also tho answer ho was to give me, 
had been drawn up in council, only the 
authorities had omitted to inform me 
concerning it. So when I arrived I sim- 
ply saluted with my sword, and then 
stood aside. I saw indeed that this silent 
salute, followed by retreat, had thrown 
something out, but my father, after a 
moment's hesitation, improvised some 
appropriate sentence, and the matter 
was afterward arranged in the 'Moni- 
teur.' " 


Beside the king stood an officer; bear- 


ing a cushion. On it lay tho sword of 
Austerlitr.. Marshal Soult handed it to 
tho king, who, turning to Bortrand, 
said: 


"General, I commission you to place 


tho emperor's glorious sword on the 
bier." 


And Bertrand, trembling with emo- 


tion, lairl tho sword reverently on his 
idol's cofllu. Tho great audience watch- 
ed the scene in deepest silence. The only 
sonud which broke the stillness was the 
half stifled sobs of the gray haired sol- 
diers of the Invalides, who stood in 
places of honor near the catafalque. 


Tho king and the procession returned 


to their palaces, and then followed a 
raajcstl-o funeral mass.—Ida M. Tarbell 
iu McCmrO's Magazine.
